A reporter for the Times held an interview 
yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hotel with a 
gentleman who has for sevcral months been 
among the Indian tribes of New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

Inthe course of the conversation a descrip- 
tion was obtained of a singular character who 
is now and has been three years living among 
the people callea the Zunis. He is not an 
outcast from his race. but a gentieman in ev- 
ery sense of the word—a scholar of fine sci- 
entific acquirements, an artist of no insignifi- 
cant merit,and possessed withal of youth, 
good looks and refined manners. Notwith- 
standing all these advantages he bas turned 
his back upon the circles of society to which 
they would naturally have given him entrance, 
and devoted himself with heroic fortitude to 
the acquisition of the language of the Zunis 
and an insight into their secret religious cer- 
emonies and traditions. 

The Zunis, who inhabit a section of 
country in the western part of New Mexico, 
near the Rio Colorado Chiginto, have been 
known to explorers and referred to by them 
since some time in the first half of the fif- 
teenth century, When a little handful of Ro- 
man Catholic missionaries first attempted to 
penetrate the veil which secluded them from 
the knowledge of the outside world; vet, 
although over three centuries have since 
elapsed, the Zunis are less known and less 
understood to-day than if they were dwellers 
in the centre of Africa. To dispel the mys- 
tery of their surroundings was the task im- 
posed upon himself by Mr. Frank Cushing, 
of Washington, D. C.; and with what success 
his efforts have been crowned the public 
will soon know from his volu- 
minous notes, which should before 
long be ready for admission to the public. 
Mr. Cushing has undergone great trials, but 
has never for a moment faltered in the work 
laid out for himself. A violent attack of 
pneumonia brought him to death’s door, but 
the moment he recovered sufficient strength 
to resume his drawings and notes he applied 
himself with renewed diligence to make up 
for time lost during the weeks of sickness. 
His work will create a sensation in the scien- 
tie world, besides affording reliable but 
a yg | interesting reading to the general 
public. r. Cushing has not only been form- 
ally adopted into the Zuni tribe, but has suc- 
ceeded in being admitted to their secret reli- 
gious ceremonies, never before seen by any 
man not by birth a Zuni. 

The character of his work may be judged 
from what the Times informant stated about 
this singular race. They are skilful farmers 
and raise by irrigation good crops of vege- 
tables and cereals, besides having orchards of 
peach trees. Large flocks of sheep and goats 

ive them the materia Is for making valuable 
Jlankets ande Holen garments, and their skill 
in the fabrication of pottery, basket ware and 
silver ornaments has long been a source of ad- 
miration to officers ofthe army and others 
brought in contactjwith them. 

Mr. Cushing is one of those modest, retir- 
ing spirits who prefer to let their work 
speak for them; for which reason, perhaps, 
he has not occupied a more prominent place 
in the estimation of the world. Such men, 
however, can not long be hela down, and, if 
his health be spared to enable him to compile 
and arrange his notes and sketches, there is 
no doubt Mr. Cushing will at once take a 
stand in this branch of science which has not 
been occupied by anyone in America since 
the days of tbe old French and Spanish mis- 
sionaries, whose plan of actually living 
among and with the Indians Mr. Cushing 
seems to have imitated, and whose careful 
and scholarly methods of scrutiny he has 
adopted, 


Pensions to Heroes. 
From the Boston Globe. 

Grants to successful warriors have gener- 
ally been made in England, varyingin manner 
and amount according to circumstances and 
the more or less imposing services of the 
recipients. Thus Marlborough got manors 
and broad estates, a sumptuous palace and a 
perpetual pension. Wellington received 
marks of the national muniticenee in various 
installments: a peerage and a pension after 
Talavera; increased rank and a double pen- 
sion after Ciudad Rodrigo; £100,000 after 
Salamanca; halfa million more to purchase 
an estate at the close of the Peninsular war: 
after Waterloo an additional £200,000 to help 
to build and furnish Apslev House and keep up 
Strathfieldsave. Nelson got acouple of pensions 
for three lives; Rodney,a couple of thousand 
a year for himself and his heirs forever. 
Lord Lake, the hero of Laswaree, received a 


considerable amount of choice portions of 
the meat and announcing that forty barrels of 
ecened beef had been discovered issued it to all.

Though reduced to very 
coarse fare, those of the garrison who kept 
well did not suffer for food, for when other 
rations failed there were cow peas, and these 
well boiled made a very tolerable dinner.

In spite of 
care it Was not uncommon to geta splinter 
of glassin the mouth while. eating dinner. 
The soldiers were accustomed to pea fare at 
home, but seasoned with bacon, and they 
pronounced it dry eating, with glass as 
a substitute for meat. As the well men 
bad to eat at the breastworks day and night, 
the cooking was done by negroes and 
details in sheltezed spots in the rear; but the 
cooks had no bomb-proof: positions, and 
minnie balls and fragments of shell fell even 
in the fires. One of the most serious «ues- 
tions to be solved by cooks and commissaries 
Was to provide food for the sick. By the lat- 
ter part of June at least fifteen hundred men 
were on the sick and wounded lists. Boiled 
cow peas and mule steaks were not dishes 
for invalids, but their well comrades devised 
ways to give them some delicacies. Bullets 
were cutup into shot and a wandering bird 
occasionally killed, but the bombardment was 
too beavy for many such to find their way 
into the lines. Rats, however, were plenti- 
ful, burrowing even under the fortifications, 
and many a one was served upin the hospi- 
tals as squirrel. On July 8, with about a 
week’s rations for the 2,500 men able to eat 
still on hand, Port Hudson was surrendered.

FREAKS OF LIGHTINING. 


At Lypn, Mass., lightning entered the 
house of Mrs. Charles Hawkes, ripped up the 
carpets, upset the furniture, and set clothing 
in a closet on fire. 


Two brothers named Bowen, ploughing in 
a feld near Clarksville, Ark., were instantly 
killed by lightning. Every bone in their 
bodies was broken. 


The Rev. J. B. Evans and bis son-in-law, 
of Rockville, Pa., were killed while planting 
corn, as Was also Charles J. Swallow, aged 45, 
of Dunstable, Mass. 

Mn. JNO. A. SCUDDER went up to Alton 
to-day to be present at the commencement 
exercises of the Wyman Institute, of which 
bis son Charles is a student. 

(Carr. Ep C. CARROLL Superintendent of 
the Parisot Line of stezsmers, arrived from 
Keokuk this morning, and visited ’Change to- 
day. He leaves for Vicksburg to-morrow 
morning. > 

COMMODORE J. N. WILLIAMSON, Superin- 
tendent of the Pittsburg and St. Louis Packet 
Company, accompanied by his family,is at the 
Soutbern. They leave to-morrow tor Min- 
nesoto to spend the summer. 

Henry Klosman, a ecarman of Pittsfield, 
Mass., While onthe way tothe depot with a 
load of coods, was struck by lightning and 
instantiv killed. The wagon was demolished 
and the packages of goods opened. 

Mrs. Alexander and her three children 
were instantly killed at theirhome at Haher- 
sham, Ga., and John Lannome of Calloway 
county, Ky, aged 20 years, was killed while 
standing beside a crib with arms folded. 

The first death by lightning ever recorded 
in Nevada occurred May]21, iu Virginia City, 
the victim being a Chinaman. In the same 
storm a bolt chipped out fifty tons of rock 
from a cliff and sentit down the mountain in- 
tothe valley. 

In a storm in La Salle, III., one man, 
thirteen bead of stock, and alarge amount ot 
farm machinery and stock were destrowed by 
lightning. John Jourdan of Saugerties, N. V. 
lost three fine calves that were killed while 
standing under a tree. 

tobert Burns, living near New Hampton, 
Iowa., While planting corn, Was struck by 
lightning, and instantly killed. Jobn Fry 
while herding cattle near Williamsport, Pa., 
bad just reached atree for shelter, when a 
lightning flash struck him dead. 

During a recent storm at Troy, N. Y.. 
Jacob Thersduenof went to the telephone to 
answeracall, As he was replacing the re- 
ceiver onthe hook, the lightning struck his 
hand, mangling it terribly and paralyzing bes 
arm. He was otherwise injured, but will 
recover. 

W hile Frank Patterson, a bachelor residing 
on Big Creek, Kansas, was cooking, his 
breakfast his clothes were peeled from him 
inan instant and he was hurled naked upon 
the floor. The same bolt passed out of his 
heels through the floor and killed five chick- 
ens. Patterson will recover. 

There were twelve horses in a barn in 
Bloomington, III., when it was struck by 
lightning. A 55,000 stallion, the only animal 
of value, Was killed. It is said that the owner, 
who was a verw pious man, resigned his 
church membership and has become terribly 
profane. deciaring that Providence was 
uvainst him. 

Inthe bomeof Dr. Neilson, Marblehead, 
Mass., the bell wires were melted by light- 
ning, the picture cords were burned and let 
expensive paintings fall to the floor. Jere- 
miah F. Smith was fixing a leader to his 
water hogshead when he was struck by a bolt 
that encircled his body at the waist, and com- 
pletely paralyzed the lower half. 

When lightning struck the residence of Dr. 
M. F. Baldwin of Geneseeville, Mich., every 
window in the house was shattered. The 
bolt entered the chimney, followed the stove 
pipes and ruined every stoveinthe house. 
Tbe Doctor bad a 2 year old child in bis arms. 
The fluid struck him on the shoulder, passed 
down between him and the child, scorched 
his entire side, and wentinto his boot and 
tore it it into pieces. As it left his foot a 
cloud of smoke burst from it. 

Remarkable freaks of lichtning took place 
during arecent thunder storm at Oxford, 
Pa. Mr. Gray was sitting on bis piazza, when 
a bolt of lightning struck the chimney of his 
house, ran out through the stovepipe into a 
stove, then along the floor, up Gray’s chair 
and down his right leg coiling around it 
like a snake, and went out at his toe, burst- 
ingthe boot. It then entered the step of the 
porch, destroying it, and went into the 
yround. Mr. Gray is still living, and ap- 
urently but little injured, vet has on his 
— the indelible zigzag marks of the light- 
ning as it burned into the flesh in its course.

The 
cock had crowed in New York City: it was 
peep-of-day in Boston; there were streaks of 
skies in Cincinnati and St. Louis; beams of 
sunligbt bad struck San Francisco and were 
now glimmering over Chicago. All this was 
intended to convey the idea that Socialism was 
gaining a foothold in the centers of popula- 
tion inthe country. Some idea of Mr. Swin- 
TON’S oratory may be gathered from thisim- 
passioned outburst: 

Now let us to-day send our salutation to the 
resurgent Nihilists of Czardom. To you, ye 
heroic Nihilists of Russia; to you, ye young 
students of generous soul at Kieff, Kazan, St. 
Petersburg, Odessa and Charkoff; to you, ye 
beloved and martyred women; to you, ye ex- 
iles of Siberta; to you, ye imprisoned and tor- 
tured prophets of Russian emancipation; to 
you, ye countless and nameless victims of the 
Third Section, bound in chains, lost in dun- 
geons, subjected to untold cruelties; to you, 
whose unnoticed signal of distress shiver in the 
heavens—what can we offer but the hand of 
love and the whisper of hope’ To thy austere 
and luminous ghost, 0 Sophy Peroffsky! we 
offer oblation. To you, Hesse Helfman, in 
your prison, and to you, Vera Sassulitch, tn 
exile, we would offer gentlest consolation. 

I pledge you in this cup of grief 
Where floats the fennel's bitter leaf. 

To the memory of the four young men— 
Michaelotf, Russakotf, Sheliabotf and Kibalt- 
chik—gibbeted at St Petersburg on the löth of 
April, we pledge fidelity. True men and true 
women are tound the world over; but where 
in all the wide worid, or in the book of time, 
or in the minstrelsy of imagination shall we 
look for men and women who surpass our Ras 
sinn comrades inthe genius of selt-sacrifice 
und patient work? 

So far aswe are concerned we feel like in- 
dorsing a good bit of this, but we can’t under- 
stand why it is that Mr. SWINTON doesn’t 
occasionally slip doctrine of the same charac- 
ter into the New York Sun?

The Deadly Poison Contained in 
the Heavenwood Tree. 


Why Certain Districts in St. Louis are 
Unhealthy. 


**What is the reason?“ said «a doctor living 
in the north end of the city, toa Post-Dis- 
aten reporter the other day, What is the 
reason that your paper docs not attack this 
linden tree nuisance, which is becoming 
worse in this city everv year ’”’ 

„M hat is the matter with the linden trees? 

„Matter with them? They just distil] so 
much poison into the air that they render 


the localities in which they are planted pecu- 
liarly liable to be stricken by every epidemic 
that comes along. You know the trees are 
very hardy and will flourish on what another 
tree would die on. They are the Chinese of 
the vegetable kingdom in fact, and once you 
plant them in a neighborhood it is almost im- 
possible ever to eradicate them,’’ 

* seems to be the main trouble with 
them?’ 

“Well, Inave been watching these heaven- 
wood trees, as they are called, for the last ten 
urs, purely for the purpose of experiment- 
ing With them. My attention was called to 
them first by noticing how the heavy and pe- 
culiar, almost offensive odor which they 
emit, aggravated a nervous deadache whole 
{ was suffering with. Shortly after that 1 
met a minister who bad just returned from 
his missionary work in the East Indian Arch- 
ipelago. Incidentally | called his 
attention to the odor which 
Was at the time of his visit streaming through 
the house heavily. He at once remarked, “My 
clear sir, the smell is identical with that given 
nit h the deadly upas tree of Borneo and 
Sumatra, and now that you call my attention 
toitthere is certainly a great similarity in 
ihe trees, only, of course, the upas is heav- 
ier and larger and more umbrageous. Weil, 
made a lot of experiments upon tke trees 
after that, and the result was that 
I have preached a crusade against 
them ever since. Those in front of my own 
house lL had cut down, and wherever Tad 
any influence elsewhere 1 have done the 
sume,’ 

„What 
ments?“ 

„ten zou what I did. Just in the spring 
when the sap was about to rise I wounded 
my trees in several places and collected the 
exuding gum carefully. The sap rises freely 
and hence 1 bad quite enough for a series of 
exhaustive analysis, some of which I made 
myself and others by otherchemists in 
whom I have every confidence. It is no use 
to burden you with the details of the work, 
butonly to say thatin every case we found a 
new and sincular alkaloid to which we gave 
the name of ‘lindoline’ and which fully justi- 
lied my fears.“ 

‘*Whyr” 

It wa most deadly poison—some akin to 
the curare or wooreli poBon of South Ameri- 
Cu. A very small inoculation upon 
ihe skin of a cat made with a needle 
simply dipped in the lindoline killed the 
animal in eighteen seconds. It acts as a nerve 
«xcitant of great power. and has a real value 
in the materia medica as an antidote to mor- 
phine poisoning and other cases of that kind; 
Unt it must be greatly diduted in order to do 
anything of this kind, as it is intensely 
virulent. Jam quite sure that a pin scratch 
touched with Ilindoline would kill a 
man in „ couple of minutes, Of 
course, like all poisons of this kind, 
it is not one-tenth as effective in the stomach 
us when inoculated, still it is of course 
cleadly.” 

„And this is the reason uh linden trees 
ure unhealthy?” 

es vou see the odor arising from the 
tree is full of this alkaloid held in a state of 
very minute division. Still, 1 can always de- 
tect the symptoms of mild lindoline poison- 
ing in sick people exposed to the influence 
of these Medion or heavenwood trees.

Life at Eureka Springs. 

A St. Louis lady, now at Eureka Springs, 
writes to a lady friendin this city as follows: 
Shall [tell you of my adventures by “flood 
and field” and of the dangers I have passed? 
left St. Louis as I intended, on last Friday 
«evening, with my companions. All went 
„ merry as a marriage bell“ until we left Selig- 
man for a ride of six hours in a stage over 
the roughest (not the most dangerous) road 
imaginable, I enjoyed it, however, notwith- 
standing the heat and other discomforts. It 
took six hours to make eighteen miles. The

The mountain air is very invigorating 
and strengthening, but I don’t believejthat 
ihe water possesses the miraculous power 
ascribed to it, and faith in which has congre- 
“ated here thousands of “the lame, the halt 
and the blind.“ Many die from the effects of 
ihe terrible journey here. Dying people are 
taken from their beds by their unkind friends, 
siragged up to these mountain heights only to 
be jolted back again either dead or alive— 
many are laid to rest among the rocks here, 
hushed to their eternal rest hy the music of 
the pines when their high tops 
are “fretted by the gusts of heaven.’” My 
little friend is not improving, [I am sorry 
to say, and we fear that when We leave this 
place that we shall leave her behind us (as 
that is her wish in case she dies.) 4 . 
‘There are many pleasant people here and 
some gaicty, although this is far from being 
a pleasure resort. I wish you were here to 
Wander over the mountains with me and lin- 
ser patiently while I sketch pretty scenes as 
Tmavtind. Lhavenothbeen out as yet in 
rearch ofthe picturesque, having been closely 
contined to the sick room, besides the many ar- 
rangements to make before vetting settled in 
our “cottage on the heights.“

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PATE’S RACES. 


How the New Gambling Device is Ex- 
pected to Be Prosecution Proof. 


Pate has obtained the legal opinions of 
Broadhead, Slayback & Haeussler, Bowman 
and others to the effect that his race scheme 
is prosecution proof under any gambling 
law sew or old, in existence here. They 
tell him that if prosecution is 
attempted it will devolve upon the State to 
prove that there is no race track and the re- 


sults announced are not obtained from con- 
tests of speed and strength. Pete will not 
have to reveal the whereabouts of his track, 
neither will he have to prove its existence. If 
there is a race track and the races actually 
take place he can not be interfered with. If 
there is notrack andthe results are deter- 
mined by some device of chance, 
then the burden of proof rests 
wholly on the prosecution.

Opening of the Annual Convention 


of the National Association. 


Mayor Ewing Welcomes the Visitors— 
The President's Address—Report 
of the Proceedings. 


The Annual Convention of the . National 
Eclectic Medical Association began this morn- 
ing at 10:30 a. m., in the ludies 
ordinary of the Lindell Hotel. The 
large hall was filled with delegates trom 
all parts of the Union. Several ladies were 
present. On the platform were seated Dr. 
A. L. Clark, of Chicago, President of the 
Association Mayor Ewing, Rev. Dr. 
Tudor and one or two others. 

The exercises were — by a prayer by Dr. 
Tudor, after which Mayor Ewing was intro 
duced and welcomed the delegates in the fol- 
lowing address: att 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the National 

Eciectic Medical Association: 

At the request of Dr. Yost, Chairman of your 

tee of Reception, the pleasant duty is 


assigned to me of welcoming you to our city in 
t the introductory exercises of your annu- 


al conference. You have come here, repre- 
senting nearly every State in the Union, to 
take counsel together and devise measures 
whereby in the interchange of thought and ex- 
perience you may be best enabled to advance 
the interests of humanity and medical science. 
Gentlemen, yoursisanoble professidn. It i- 
your province to minister to the distressed, to 
alleviate ed and to give the benetit of 
your learning and skill to all classes and to 
allages. Many of you assembled here in con 
vention meet forthe first time—striungers to 
our people and to each other. Itrust that 
during your stay ameng us such friendships 
may be engendered that you may carry with 
you through your future life the happy mem 
ories of your visit to our city. 

Dr. Clark replied in fitting terms, compli- 
menting St. Louis on the reception it had given 
to the delegates, andthe Chief Executive for 
his kindness in attending. 

Dr. Clark, the President, then read his an- 
nualaddress. The speaker said that eleven 
years ago he had the honor of 
participating in the formation 01 
the National Eclectic Medical \ssociation. 
since that time the growth has been steady 
and encouraging. While some minor points 
have changed the same needs, the same aspir- 
ations which led tothe estublismment of the 
society still exist. The liberality of 
eclectics, their heterodoxy, their 
toleration in matters of difference of oninion, 
bas been an element of weakness, for a- no 
code of ethics forbade the recognition as a 
physician to anyone, the skirts ot 
eclecticism have been bedraggied ‘and 
its fair fame constantly threatened 
by every species of nondescript craft which 
under the name and eén-ign of eclecticisin 
hoped to ail into a seaof quasi medical re- 
spectability. These moral dead weights, 
these medical vacuities, these barnacles have 
inpeded progress more than anything else. 
The necessity is now absolute for an organi- 
zation that will separate the wheat from the 
chaff. This can only be done by painstaking 
work on the part of re com- 
mittee on credentials, whose duty it 
wil be to dothis work. Every eclectic should 
become an intelligent propagandist. His oh- 
ject should be the acquisition, not of mem- 
bers, but of creditable members. The 
colleges belonging to eclecties ar 
first class and the courses of 
aresnch thatthe students will not go out to 
the life work with an acquired medical stra- 
bismusto forever impede their professional 
influence. The students sent to these colleges 
should be oi the proper material, and not a 
man who enters the profession to obtain euse, 
During the last vear several diploma mill 
have beenjclosed. a cause for no little rejoie- 
ing, asthe matter wasa great disgrace and 
drawback. The subject of sanitation 
wus next discussed D Dr. Clar 
and it was shown that 
Was a most important matter. Schoo! 
tion was considered and the negiect of e 
cise condemned. The yellow tever scourg 
was referred to and the present prevalence ot 
Variola was indicated as a matter deserving 
special attention.

INSURANCE LITIGATION, 


A Receiver Asked for the St. Louis Mutual 
Fire and Marine Company. 


\ big insurance suit was commenced to-day 
by the filing of a petition in the Circuit Court 
against the St. Louis Mutual Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company. The suit is brougnt by 
Peter L. Foy and Elizabeth J. Foy, his wife, 
and all other stockholders who may be willing 
to contribute towards the expense of the liti- 


gation. Thedefendants are the officers and 
directors of the insurance company, namely 
John C. Vogel, president; John 
J. Sutter, secretary, and Messrs. 
John H. Mueller, Caspar Stolle, John G. Haas, 
Michael Voepel, Charles L. Stuever, John P. 
W. Thul, Charles Branahl and Jacob Tamm. 
The company was organized under a charter 
granted in 1851 for twenty-five years, which 
was renewed in 1860 for twenty years. The 
charter expired in January, 1880, and the pe- 
tition alleges that the company has been do- 
ing business since without a charter and ille- 
gally. There are several thousand share 
holders in the company. Mr. Foy 
asks the Court to appoint a 
receiver to wind up the affairs ot 
the corporation. The company has accumu 
lated a surplus fund of $150,000, and the plain- 
titfs also ask that this money be distributed 
prorata tothe stockhbdliders. The oftices of the 
company are atSeventh and Locust streets, 
and it is said the directors are trying to reor- 
vanize under the new lav. Messrs. C. P. EI 
jerbe, Carr and Reynolds are the attorneys 
tor the plaintiffs.
